The failure of the Hanna annual 
fair this year has led the editor of the 
Hanna Herald to enquire into the 
cause. The chief reason for failure 
was because of a lack of entertain¬ 
ment. Outside otf the exhibits there 
has been no real attractions to bring 
.the man from the country in to the 
.exhibition. The Herald believes that 
there is a solution which may turn ex¬ 
hibitions from failures into real suc¬ 
cesses. This solution lies in combin¬ 
ing the fair with an annual sports day 
and holding such day earlier in th 
season. By having an annual celebra¬ 
tion, arranging a real program of at¬ 
tractions, and combining it with the 
fair, there should be no trouble in get¬ 
ting the crowds. At least this is some¬ 
thing for the directors of the fair to 
think over. . 


REQUIRES INTELLIGENCE 


During the past month we have 
visited small and large farms and ob¬ 
served that in farming today the 
farmer who hopes to make something 
more than ’a bare living lias to be 
something more than a professional 
man, an ordinary laborer or even an. 
ordinary mechanic. He has to know 
something of the nature of the soils, 
somtehing about fertilization, some¬ 
thing about the advantage of rotation 
of the crops. A thousand things come 
up to attract his attention and inter¬ 
est.

Whether in the matter of raising 
crops or raising cattle he must needs 
be a student. In these days he has to 
bear the first blows that hammer 
down abnormal conditions to what are 
thought to be normal. Artificial pro¬ 
cesses cannot keep up the prices for 
which he sells his products,as they can 
and do keep up the prices of commodi¬ 
ties he has to buy. The adverse con¬ 
ditions with which he has to struggle 
today, the manufacturer must grapple 
with tomorrow.

ALBERTA BULLETIN 

iMued by Publicity Commissioner of 
. Alberta 

The clinical congress of the Alber¬ 
ta and Saskatchewan sections of the 
American college of Physicians and 
surgeons was held in Edmonton the 
past week, when a number of distin¬ 
guished physicians from Eastern Ca¬ 
nada and the United States were pre¬ 
sent. 

Those threshers in the province who 
have not yet received their licenses for 
the year should send in applications 
at once to the department of agricul¬ 
ture at Edmonton. It is imperative 
that all threshers be licensed, and 
those who do not display their licenses 
.when asked ,to do so by the authori¬ 
ties are liable to prosecution. 

The appointment has been announc¬ 
ed of Hon. Frank Oliver of Edmonton 
to the vacancy in the railway commis¬ 
sion of Canada, created by the death 
of Dr. J. G. Rutherford. Mr. Oliver is 
a veteran newspaperman of Alberta, 
and was formerly minister of the 
interior. _ 

Reports of some heavy yields of 
wheat are coming in from country 
points. In the Raymond district one 
farmer has an average of 63 bushels 
from 160 acres. At Laoombe a re¬ 
port of 52 bushels from one farm is 
reported. . Threshing will not bo. gen¬ 
eral for another week or ten days, 
however. 

A party including several promi¬ 
nent railway officials of the province, 
and others paid a visit to the tar sand 
deposits and the oil-extraction plant 
located at Waterways, last week, un¬ 
der the guidance of John Callaghan, 
deputy minister of railways. The par¬ 
ty was much interested in what was 
being done to place the tar sands on 
the basis of commercial use both for ] 
paving purposes and for extraction of j 
oil. The plant at Waterways is owned 
by the McMunay Asphaltum and Oil, 
Ltd. 

Probably in no other year in its 
history has tourist travel to Alberta 
been as heavy as tills year, and an 
even heavier year is anticipated for 
1924, The Canadian National Rail¬ 
way reports the heaviest year in tour¬ 
ist traffic in its history, many hun¬ 
dreds having visited Jasper Park. The 
C.P.R. convey similar information^md 
the reports of auto traffic show that 
this has also been very heavy. Nearly 
5,000 cars, many of them from United 
States points, have been registered at 
Banff park alone up to the end of 
August. 

There is an erroneous impression 
abroad that the provincial govern¬ 
ment has changed all dates for open 
in of the shooting season. The only 
date which has been changed is that 
for the opening of The duck season, 
which was moved forward from Sep¬ 
tember 1st to September 15th. The 
open season for partridge is as it has 
always been, the entire month of Oc¬ 
tober, the only change in this respect 
being an order prohibiting shooting of 
partriffge north of the Battle River. 
The open season for prairie chicken is 
unchanged, being from October 15to 
October 31.

The Alberta Pacific elevator has ta¬ 
ken in more grain than either of the 
rest. Mr. Charles Hicklin, manager of 
the elevator, has taken in over ten 
thousand bushels of grain and shipped 
two car loads in the last week. He 
was the first to ship any grain from 
Brant. 

Mr.’Ira Olsen had some 50 acres of 
summer fallow oats which after being 
threshed made 97 bushels to the acre 
and weighed 40 pounds to the bushel. 
This is considered an unusually good 
yield, and one which has not occured 
for seven years. 

Threshing is in full swing in the 
Brant district and crops are turning 
out excellent.

The Alberta Pacific Elevator Co., man¬ 
aged by My. Charley Hicklin, is get¬ 
ting these heavy crops. The A.P. Co. 
have already taken in up to date about 
fifteen thousand bushels of grain, and 
have shipped out two carloads. We 
predict all the elevators will be filled 
to capacity. 

A bag of fifteen partridge, a dozen 
prairie chicken and ducks and one 
rabbit was obtained by Lord Renfrew 
and' party while visiting at Lord 
Minto’s ranch on Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

A party of tennis players from 
Calgary met with an accident while 
motoring to Blackie recently. One of 
their cars slid off the road, climbed 
the ditch and ran into a fence, where 
one passenger had his head cut. For¬ 
tunately no one was injured. 

The New York Yankees clinched 
the 1923 American pennant, their 
third successive championship victory, 
by defeating St. Louis at the Stadium, 
4 to 3. The Yankees who have made 
a runaway of this season’s race, now 
can lose all of their remaining 13 
games and still finish at the top, even 
if Cleveland, in second place, wins all 
of its remaining 19 games.

: Drumheller and other coal fields to 
‘down to<ds’ on the slightest pretext 
is the greatest handicap to the indus¬ 
try. Like the Indians they only ap¬ 
pear to want to work when they run 
out of funds, and it takes very little 
provocation to start a flourishing 
strike. The miners seem to lack in 
reliability, too. Once an agreement 
was signed the average person would 
conclude that it was binding, but not 
so with the autocrats of labor. 

DIABETIS CONQUERED 

“Diabetes has been oonquered” is 
the statement made by Prof. McLeod 
of Toronto while delivering an ad¬ 
dress in London, Eng. The speaker 
showed how successive efforts had 
been made to extract insulin from 
yeast, but probably through bacterial 
action the experiments had not been 
uniformly successful. Dr. Banting, he 
said, had proved that continued peri¬ 
odical injections brought sufferers 
back to health, and possibly time 
would show hat prolonged treatment 
would permanently restore health. 
The unit price of insulin was 25c 
weekly for two daily injections and 
would become lower as production 
increased. 

CORRALS FOR WINTER FEEDING 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

In winter feeding of cattle in the 
prairie provinces have the corrals,feed 
and water located and arranged so as 
to reduce labour to a minimum. This 
arrangement is well worked out at 
the dominion experimental station at 
Rosthem, and a blue print of the plan 
can be obtained free by applying to 
the superintendent. There are four 
corrals in pairs, and each is eighty 
feet square, with a feed alley running 
down between, making each corral 
for^y feet wide by eighty feet long. 
There is a space of twenty feet be¬ 
tween the two pairs of corrals and 
driveway twenty-five feet wide along 
the south end. The north end of all 
the corrals is covered by a pole and 
straw roof for twenty feet. A tight 
board fence eight feet high encloses 
each pair of corrals. The fence enclos¬ 
ure and straw roof are ample water 
protection to cattle that are well tend¬ 
ed. Across the feed alley at the south 
end of each pair of corrals is a large 
water trough reaching into both. A 
cast iron tank heater is placed in this 
tank to prevent the water from freez¬ 
ing. At the north end are a feed room 
and silo where the meal and cut straw 
and ensilage are weighed and mixed 
and put into a truck to be pushed out 
on the feed alley and fed to the cattle. 
Hay or green oats or uncut" straw 
are fed over the fence in a rack on the 
side of each corral opposite to the 
feed alley. It must be borne in mind 
that without proper attention and 
feed there is no arrangement of cor¬ 
rals that will winter cattle. All ani¬ 
mals must have abundance of good 
feed in order to thrive, and it has been 
found that cattle require, in addition 
to good feed, and plenty of it, water 
at all times and comfortable sleeping 
quarters. When these are provided 
the corrals described furnish adequate 
accommodation for twenty cattle in 
each corral. 

Members of the royal party are al¬
